The Gettysb irg Chautauqua held its 
first session on last Friday evening. 
The big tent on the Crosta lot on East 
Cemetery Hill was crowded, every one 
of the 1100 chairs were occupied and 
on -every side there were many peo- 
ple standing. On Sunday 
evening 


•when a similar crowd filled the big 
tent, an interested, enthusiastic crowd, 
Dr. A. W. Lamar declared that he had 
witnessed the opening of over forty 
chautauquas but that the opening of 
the Gettysburg Chautauqua excelled 
them all, excelled in attendance and 
excelled in the great chorus made up 
of our people and led by Irvin L. Tay- 
lor of this place. 


The opening exercises on Friday 


evening was preceded by a band con- 
cert in front of the big tent. Dr. J. 
A. Singmaster made the invocation 
after wmch Mrs. Mattie B. Scorer 
whistled a selection and responded to 
an encore. 


Geo. 
L. Kieffer. platform manager, 


next introduced Prot. C. F. Sanders 
who tendered in the name of the 
name of the Board of Directors, to the 
people ot the town and county this 
first Chautauqua and pointed out the 
possibilities of the movement and its 
great power for good 
That Gettys- 


burg was an ideal place for a chau- 
tauqua and he pictured a future de- 
velopment of thig movement when a 
cnautauqua should last for six weeks 
during the summer and would attract 
hundreds of people from all parts of 
the country. 


Dr. John G. Scorer then briefly ad- 


dressed the audience telling that there 
were over 600 chautauquas in the 
country. That Nebraska had thirty 
odd, but the great State of Pennsylva- 
nia but six, and Gettysburg was the 
sixth. He told of the support given 
the movement in this place by the 
business men of Gettysburg and that 
they deserved the support "of the town 
and county. They had not only'ot- 
fered a plan by which tickets could 
he secured wiiuout outlay but had 
also guaranteed the undertaking. 


Mrs. Scorer then entertained the au- 


dience with whistling several selec- 
tions after which Dr. T. eiyBillkeimer 
-liappily Introduced Dr. Scorer and his 


lecture, "The' Story of Old Glory." 
Dr. Scorer gave the history of the 
flag in story and picture, with stere- 
opticon views of the various flags used 
in this land befor Betsy Ross made 
the final flag adopted by Congress. He 
told the story of Betsy Ross illustrat- 
ed with many pictures of Philadel- 
phia in Colonial days. 


On Saturday afternoon Dr. Robert 


Forbes held captive the audience with 
his lecture on "Abraham Lincoln," 
showing him as the representative of 
the common people and as a poor boy 
•and the lecturer told one good story 
after another to the delight of his au- 
dience. 


After the lecture there was sent up 


a. number of balloons, each carrying 
a card entitling the finder to a prize 
(offered by the merchants. 


Saturday evening the band concert 


•was followed by exercises im the big 
tent, Mrs. Scorer opening the program 
with whistling several selections ac- 
ceptably. Dr. Scorer thea introduced 
iDr.

of his audience during his lecture on 
"Dixie Befor and During the War,' 
his portrayal of life in the South was 
wonderful, presenting vivid pictures 
of that life so as to be better under- 
stood. His word pictures of Black 
Mammy, coon hunt, plantation wed 
ding and many other scenes were 
truly great creations. After the lee-

Gettysburg Loses Conference. 
At the district conference ot the 


Church of the Brethren of Southern 
Pennsylvania held in York on last 
Wednesday, it was decided by a vote 
ot 24 to 6 to hold the 1912 General 
Conference 
of 
the 
Church ot 
the 


Brethren for the whole of the United 
States rrr York and not in Gettysburg. 


It \\ -is apparent to those attending 


the meeting trom Gettysburg that this 
place could not win but in deference 
to a sentiment expressed, that Gettys- 
burg should stand until the decision 
was made, the matter was allowed to 
go to a ^ ote. There were those who 
were of the opinion that a conference 
ot" the church should not be held on a 
ground devoted to horse racing ana 
other amusements and that Gettys- 
burg was offering the only site in 
keeping with the traditions of the 
church. 


\Vhile Gettysburg lost there are al- 


wavs lessons to be learned trom de 
feat. 


In the first place tire lack of a unit- 


ed co-operation and support of all the 
hotels in this place is always a seri- 
ous obstacle in the way of the work 
that must be done to secure gather- 
ings for this place. Our progressive 
business people feel that the hotels 
should be most active and liberal iu 
these movements. The hotel men not 
only have not been taking any hand 
in this work but often hold back and 
make those who are doing the work 
feel uncoin Tor-table in their appeals to 
them. A number of our hotel men 
are the least progressive of our,, citi- 
zens and act as though they expected 
to reap where they have not sown. 


In the canvass for.subscriptions for 
this conference --of - the Brethren the 
.business people o£ this place made the 
1-eWrlpftrlfe exhibit 'of puttinp&Eltelr 
names'to-promises'for '$8085: Of this 
amount J. A. King of the Hotel Get- 
tysburg contributed $250, C. H.-Sc'ila- 
gle of the Globe Hotel $100. These 
subscriptions received the hearty en- 
dorsement of all other subscribers. 
The other other hotel subscriptions 
were P. M. Bruner $35, and C. B. Tate 
$10. 


If the hotel men in this place \vant 


to do business they should be glad to 
see a canvasser who is at work to 
bring people to this place, they should 
make the volunteer canvassers feel 
the gladness, they should make evi- 
dent their desire to co-operate in this 
work and come down liberally. 


Gettysburg received a peculiar deal 


from the railroads in this effort to 
secure the Brethren Conference. They 
were encouraged to go ahead. In fact 
were told that the railroads would not 
show their hands until the town had 
shown its hands ana when the $2000 
was in sight and a show-down from 
the railroads was asked it was mighty 
slow in coming. Just what that show- 
down would have revealed we never 
learned. We believe they would have 
co-operated, there were intimations of 
that kind which came like a tooth- 
pulling experience. There is no rea- 
son for such an attitude of our rail- 
roads. 


There is still another lesson to be 


learned from the recent experience. 
Gettysourg is handicapped by the at- 
titude and actions of our hackmen. 
The town was seriously criticised at 
York by ieasou ot the hackmen. Some 
of them have giveii this palce a bad 
name for things that are not fair. We 
were asked whether they could be de- 
pended upon, whether they would not 
take advantage of situations and of 
the traveler. Their behavior of mob- 
bing the passengers at depots was re- 
ferred to and other unfair things 
heard of.

He intro- 
duced oa August 4 a bill tor the pur- 
nose and it was reteierd to the Com-

Grounds. On August 8 it was report- 
ed with an amendment and commit- 
ted to the Committee of the Whole o£ 
the House ori the State of the Union. 
On last Tuesday evening Aug. 15, it 
was passed by the Democratic House. 
On last Thursday evening, Aug. 17, 
Senator Penrose secured its passage 
by the Senate, and on Saturday, Aug. 
19, President Taft signed the bill, a 
truly record performance.

The contract and bond for the con- 


tractor, Ambrose B. Stannard. were 
recently executed and last week were 
approved by tbe proper government 
officials and Mr. Stannard was re- 
quested to begin work as soon as he 
could make the arrangements. 
The 


contractor's reply, was that his repre- 
sentative would be on the ground on 
Monday, Aug. 21.

Some of the Attractions of the Get- 


tytbnrf Chantauqua During ' 


the Week. 


The Gettyab irg Cbautauqua held its 


first session on last Friday evening. 
The big tent on the Crosta lot on East 
Cemetery Hill was crowded, every one 
of the 1100 chairs were occupied and 
on-every side there were many peo- 
ple standing. On Sunday evening 
when a similar crowd filled the big 
tent, an interested, enthusiastic crowd, 
Dr. A W. Lamar declared that he had 
witnessed the opening of over forty 
chautauquas but that the opening of 
the Gettysburg Chautauqua excelled 
them all, excelled in attendance and 
excelled in the great chorus made up 
of our people and led by Irvin L. Tay 
lor of this place. 


The opening exercises on Friday 


evening was preceded by a band con- 
cert in front of the big tent. Dr. J. 
A. Singmaster made the invocation 
after wuich Mrs. Mattie B. Scorer 
whistled a selection and responded to 
an encore. 


Geo. 
L. Kieffer, platform manager, 


next introduced Prof. C. F. Sanders 
who tendered in the name of the 
name of the Board of Directors, to the 
people of the town and county this 
first chautauqua and pointed out the 
possibilities of the movement and its 
great power for good. That Gettys- 
burg was an ideal place for a chau- 
tauqoa and he pictured a future de- 
velopment of thig movement when a 
Cbautauqua should last for six weeks 
during the summer and would attract 
hundreds of people from all parts ot 
the country.

At the district conference of the 


Church of the Brethren of Southern 
Pennsylvania held in York on last 
Wednesday, it was decided by a vote 
of 24 to 6 to hold the 1912 General 
Conference of die Church 
of 
the 


Brethien for the whole of the United 
States in York and not in Gettysburg. 


It w;is apparent to those attending 


the meeting from Gettysburg that this 
place could not win but in deference 
to a sentiment expressed, that Gettys- 
burg should stand until the decision 
was made, the matter was allowed to 
go to a vote. There were those who 
were of the opinion that a conference 
of the church should not be held ou a 
ground devoted to horse racing and 
other amusements and that Gettys- 
burg was offering the only site in 
keeping with the traditions of the 
church. 


\Vhile Gettysburg lost there are al- 


ways lessons to be learned from de 
feat. 


In the first place the lack of a unit- 


ed co-operation and support of all the 
hotels in this place is always a seri- 
ous obstacle in the way of the work 
that must be done to secure gather- 
ings for this place. Our progressive 
business people feel that the hotels 
should be most active and liberal in 
these movements. The hotel men not 
only have not been taking any hand 
in this work but often hold back and 
make those who are doing the work 
feel uncomfortable in their appeals to 
them. A number of our hotel n>en 
are the least progressive of our, citi- 
zens and act as though they expected 
to reap where they have not sown.

If the hotel men in this place want 


to do business they should be glad to 
see a, canvasser who is at work to 
bring people to this place, they should 
make the volunteer canvassers feel 
the gladness, they should make evi- 
dent their desire to co-operate in this 
work and come down liberally. 


Gettysburg received a peculiar deal 


from the railroads in this effort to 
secure the Brethren Conference. They 
were encouraged to go ahead. In fact 
were told that the railroads would not 
show their hands until the town had 
shown its hands and when the $3000 
was in sight and a show-down from 
the railroads was asked it was mighty 
slow in coming. Just what that show- 
down would have revealed we never 
learned. We believe they would have 
co-operated, there were intimations of 
that kind which came like a tooth- 
pulling experience. There is no rea- 
son for such an attitude of our rail- 
roads. 


There is still another lesson to be 


learned from the recent experience. 
Gettysourg is handicapped by the at- 
titude and actions of our hackmen. 
The town was seriously criticised at 
York by reason of the hackmen. Some 
of them have given, this pake a bad 
name for things that are not fair. We 
were asked whether they could be de- 
pended upon, whether they would not 
take advantage of situations and of 
trie traveler. Their behavior of mob- 
bing the passengers at depots was re- 
ierred to and other unfair things 
heard of.

FOR GALLAHTRY AT BATTLE 


OF GBTrYSBBRG JULY 2, f«3 


Story of Dr. J. J. Pnrmao, 1st Lieut. 


140th P*. Infantry, Who Mar- 


ried Gettysburg Girl. 


The events of this story occurred 


over forty-eiglu years ago at Get- 
tysburg. 
Nearlv all the actors in the 


drama ha\e passed to the Great Be- 
yond. 1 was a lieutenant in the 140th 
Pennsylvania Infantry, Colonel R. P. 
Roberts, of 
Beav*»r. Pa.; 
General 


Zook's brigade. Hancock's corp*. Our 
brigade received the shock of the 
charge of General Woffotd's brigade 
of Georgians. Longstreet's corps, on 
the afternoon of July 2. 1863, at the 
wheatfield. After fighting for nearly 
two hours with the loss of all our field 
officers and with 241 out of 540 of my 
regiment placed hors d« rombat and 
surrounded by tne enemy on three 
sides, we fell back in some disorder. 


My orderly sergeant, now Captain 


J. M. Pipes of Washington, D. C!., anil 
myself retreated together, and to re- 
cover our breath s?t down a moment 
on a boulder at the southwest side o* 
the field. In a few seconds I descried 
the enemy coming through th~- woods 
at a double quick, and said to the ser- 
geant. ' We must get out of this, or 
•we'll be gobbled up." "Yes," he re- 
plied, and off we started toward our 
reserve force. 
AVe had not sone far 


before we came upon an anknovvn 
comrade badly wounded in the legs, 
who cried to us. "Comrades, caj rv me 
off!" 
I replied, "We can't do that: J 


doubt if we can get away ourselves, 
but we'll do the best we can for \oa."' 
Suiting the action to the word, w ith 
the assistance of the sergeant. I tar- 
ried and placed him between two 
rocks sheltered from the enemy's lire. 
Grasping his hand. 1 said, "Goodbye. 
comrade," and staited on a run to 
put as much distance as possible be- 
tween me and the enemy. But my de- 
lay was fatal to me. When I halted 
in response to the cry for help they 
had a point-blank fire on me. Emerg- 
ing from the woods into the wheatfreld 
they shouted, "Halt, you d—d Yankee, 
halt!" The broad wheatfield was be- 
fore me, the enemy behind me. Vis- 
ions of Libby arid AndersonviUe flit- 
ted through my brain. If I halt, some 
careless or brutal fellow may shoot 
me after I have thrown up my hands 
They can't hit me, anyhow, on a dou- 
ble-quick. These thoughts 
determin- 


ed my will, and I refused to halt. 


In Jess time than it takes to write 
this sentence 1 was brought down 
•with an ounce of lead through my 
left leg. I called out to the sergeant, 
•who was about a rod ahead of me, 
"I'm struck!" and went down among 
the tangled wheat. A moment after 
he was also hit. Many have attempt- 
ed-to tell how it feels to be shot. At 
first there is no pain, smarting nor 
anguish. It is very like the shock of 
an electric battery. But that delusion 
soon passes, and the acute pain fol- 
lows, and you know that a missile has 
passed througn the tender flesh of 
your body. When hit I was brandish- 
ing my sword, which I involuntarily 


- threw some feet from me, where, point 
downward, it fell, and remained stick- 
ing in the ground. The Confederate 
regiment charged over me, and as it 
passed I read from its floating colors. 
"Twenty-fourth Georgia." I now ex- 
amined my wound, and found that I 
•was hit about four inches above the 
ankle, the ball passing through, crush- 
ing in both bones. 
Stragglers were passing over the 


fields and shots were being exchanged. 
A member of the Pennsylvania "Buck- 
tails" came by on a run. I called to 
him, "Come and cut my boot off my 
foot." He knealt down and commenc- 
ed cutting, but his knife was dull, my 
hoot .thick and the pain great, so, beg- 
ging him to desist, he rapidly disap- 
peared. The sun was now sinking be- 
hind Seminary Ridge, and as dusk 
came on all grew quiet around me. 
The dead and wounded of both armies 
lay thickly strewn over the field, 
which 
was still 
disputed ground. 


Placing my wounded leg in as easy 
position as possible, 1 realized that 
"the night was left to darkness and 
to me." 


Never shall I forget that midsum- 


mer night. The almost full moon was 
shining, with drifting clouds passing 
over her face 
At intervals a cloud 


obscured the moon, leaving in deep 
darkness the wheatfleld with its cov- 
ering of trampled and tangled a^-ain, 
boulders and wounded and dead men, 
then passing off revealed a ghastly 
scene of cold, white upturned faces. 
It was indeed a field. 


Covered thick with other clay, heaped 


and pent, 


Friend and foe in one red burial 
blent 


The night wore on with no sleep for 


me, its quiet broken occasionally by 
the cries and groans of the wounded. 
One man not far away called repeated 
ly for his regiment, "Oh, Seventh 
Michigan!" As the streakings of light 
gradually merged into morning there 
could be seen both the Union and Con- 
federate skirmish lines. Soon the oc- 
casional shot, first on the one side 
then on the other, multiplied into a 
desultory fire. The wounded near each 
other began tc converse. The Michi- 
gan man was a sergeant, wounded in 
the legs, and seemed to suffer Intense- 
ly.As the sun rose higher the firing 
grew hotter, our wounds more swollen 
and thirst more intense, and the pros- 
pect of our relief became exceedingly 
hopeless. The Michigan sergeant ask- 
ed me, "Have you any water?" I re- 
plied, "Xo. but I have a little whis- 
key." "For God's sake give me some, 
I am dying from thirst." "I will if t 
can," and rising on my sound leg I 
threw my canteen with all my force, 
but it fell midway between us. After 
this I heard a ball make that peculiar 
thud and the sergeant cried out. "I'm 
struck again! My right hand was 
resting on my lett arm and the ball 
passed through my hand and arm." 
He then asked, "Are you a praying 
man7" I replied, "I am." "Then pray 
for me." I prayed as best I could, and 
I heard the sergeant say "Amen!" If 
ever there was an earnest, sincere pe- 
tition sent up to the Throne of Grace 
it was then. 


Growing tired lying so long in one 


position, I frequently rose on my 


sound leg and hands tc rest and look 
around. Nothing could be seen ex- 
cept a line of blue on one side and 
gray on tbe other, and nothing heard 
but the crack of tbe rifles and th#»ip 
of the bullets in the wheat, or their 
well known thud in the ground or the 
body of a wounded-man. 1 had drawn 
my right leg up at an angle exposing 
it somewhat when a ball struck me. 
passing through between the knee and 
ankle. 1 shouted to the Michigander: 
"I've got it again through (he other 
leg." 


regiment charged over me I read on 
their flag^.. "Twenty-fourth Georgia." 
and whiles" was being carried on his 
back 1 noticed on«« bar of lace on hi* 
collar. So I .was treasonably certain 
that a lieutenant of'the Twenty-fourth 
Qeorgia 
regiment 
was my savior. 


Through the kindness of Hon. Garnett 
McMillan and Hos. Alexander H. 
Stephens of Georgia, 1 found the man 
who did this heroic and self-sacrific- 
ing service. He was Thomas P. Oli- 
ver, 
then adjutant of the Twenty- 


fourth Georgia Infantry, and for many 
years a resident of Athens, Ga. Many 
times since the war we exchanged tet- 
ters, aud planned tc meet each other 
and talk over "the times that tried 
men's souls," but never met until in 
June, 1907, when he, with a delega- 
tion of Georgians, visited the Capital 
1 then had the pleasure of entertain- 
ing him at my house, and presenting 
him and his friends to President Roo 
se\elt, who greeted us with great 
warmth of feeling, and with his usual 
emphasis informed us that he was 
"delighted" to see us. On December 
7, 1908, the Great Reaper claimed this 
brave and noble man. he had just 
been elected Alderman of his town, 
Athens, Ga., and died amid his honors 
ami his friends. 


though the balls rattled among the 
rocks and trees about me, I enjoved 
that charge hugely, tor it meant vic- 
tory. I recall it now as one ol the 
most sublime sights I ever \\imessed. 
One wounded mau lying n^ar 'he 
of the woods was very lu vli siliaid of 
being hit the second 'ime 
ne shotit- 


ed to the brigade, at least ?00 yards 
away, "Fire high! Firt lug' ' Amid 
all tl^at din ot musketry his voice 
could not reach more than a few 
yards. The thing -was so ludicrous 
that I, an almost dead man, could not 
retrain from laughter. 
The Confed- 


erates were now beaten at all points, 
and this charge across the wheatfield 
was the last fighting of the Battle of 
Gettysburg. 


It was now neatly sundown, and as 


the evening shades come on the sounds 
of battle grew f-.-rther and further 
away as the Confi-iferatcs were driven 
beyond Sherfy's peach orchard. About 
9 o'clock I heard the distant hum of 
voices and the trampling of feet, it 
was the detail with torches routing to 
gather up the wounded. Captain E. 
M. Robinson, Fifth Maine Infantry, of 
Phillips, Me., was in charge and per- 
sonally put me on a stretcher and 
helped carry me to a barn n«wd »& a 
hospital at the foot of Round Top. 
Here the next morning I celebrated 
the Fourth of July by the loss of r.iy 
leg. Captain Robinson has several 
years since answered the last roll call. 


On the morning before the battle T 


had a presentiment. I was: much im- 
pressed. and spoke to 
after- 


ward Captain, John A. Burns of my 
company about it, making I.IIM n:. ex- 
ecutor. 
He laughed at niy for -»>,,.| 


ings, but did not dispel them. I was 
wearing a broad-brimmed ttnv hat, a 
conspicuous mark, and ?o h-toix- eo- 
ing into the battle exchanged :siy h«*t 
with James A. Woods. Tbe dramiiier 
of my company, for his cap. 1 never 
met him again until p.t a reunion at 
Gettysburg, 
twenty-six 
years 
after- 


ward. His first salutation was: "Lieu- 
tenant, where's my cap?" 


The unknown comrade T placed be- 


tween two rocks to shield from the 
fire of the enemy, and in doing so re- 
ceived the shot which took off my left 
leg, I have since learned was John 
Buckley. Company B. 140th Pennsyl- 
vania Infantry, from Mercer county. 
Pennsylvania, who afterward died on 
the field from his wounds and pxpose- 
ure. For going out of the line of 
duty to save a comrade's life the Con- 
gress granted me a medal of honor, 
which is inscribed: "For gallantry ar 
the Battle of Gettysburg. July 2, 18i>3." 


When the cruel war was o'er I 


thought ono d£.y I would find ray Con- 
federate friend. 
1 had just two facts 


to 
jruide me. As the 
Confederate 


Bei.ig much nearer the Confedeiate 


line than ours. I could see their move- 
ments clearly. Soon alter I received 
my second wound I saw a soldier in 
front of their lines. 1 called to him: 
"1 an' twice wounded and am d\ing 
out here. Won't you bring me a can- 
teen of water?" The Confederate re- 
plied: "! can't dc it. If I attempt to 
come out there your sharpshooters 
will think I am trying to rob you and 
pick me off." I answered, "Crawl, 
through the tangled wheat, and you 
will not be seen from our side. At 
Chancellorsville I save the lives of 
many of your men, who wouid have 
died from thirst." 


Moved by my pleading the Confed- 


erate tilled his canteen at f luni Run, 
a small stream that flows tb'-ough the 
Valley of Death, near their lines, and 
cautiously crawled toward me. When 
he reached me I dra^iK and drank, and 
thought it was the sweetest water 1 
ever had tasted. He then uoured 


on my wounds and cut the boots 


off my legs. After this I began to feel 
that I had a chance for life, it 1 coald 
get out of the hot sun and from under 
ihe lue then constant o\ev the field 
I said: 


"This is a pretty hard place for a 


man to lie, between nvo fires. Can't 
\oa t.-iiiy me out to where jour line 
is posted in the edge of the woods9" 
• The way the balls are flying, if 1 
should attempt to lilt you up we 
\\ould both be killed," he replied. 
• Well, let me get on your back and 
you crawl off the way you came." He 
agreed to this and started lor then 
lines, crawling on hands and knees 
with me on his back. When about 
hall the distance to the woods in 
which their line was posted, feeling 
my hold relaxing, I eaid: "I can't hold 
on any longei," and from pain and 
loss ol blood fell unconscious from his 
back. 


The Confederate crawled nack out 


of the wheatfield, refilled his canteen 
at Plum Run and, dashing the water 
in my face, brought me to life again. 
Awaking from my swoon, I asked, 
"Where am I? What is the matter?" 
He explained, and getting on his back 
again 1 held on till we reached the 
woods. Placing me under a tree on a 
rubber blanket, he gave me a canteen 
of water and some Confederate bis- 
cuit, and I gave him my watch as a 
souvenir. 1 had some money aud 
other valuables, none of which were 
disturbed. I said: 'Please don't take 
my sword belt, as it is a gift from 
friends at home," and he replied, "It 
shall not be taken." 


After lying in the shade and drink- 


ing copiously from the canteen. I be- 
gan to feel much relieved and said to 
one of the officers who had gathered 
around to see the wounded Yank, 
"Won't you have your stretcher bear- 
ers carry me to your hospital and let 
your surgeons look at my legs?" He 4>urg, and Miss Myrtle and Carfte 
replied. "Our men are very tired," 
and, while I was not refused, the an- 
swer implied that I was past surgical 
aid. Not long after this I saw a 
movement among the

Reserve brigade under Colonel Wil- 
liam McCandless on the opposite .side 
of the field 


1 saw that they ware massing into 


columns by division for a charge, and 
said: "You need not trouble carrying 
me off—our boys are coming." The 
Reserves poured heavy volleys as they 
crossed the field, while the Confeder- 
ates, after returning a few shots, rap- 
idly fell back through the woods.

It is important to note that the word 


"progressive" means something much 
more than mere impulse or inclina- 
tion. It means, if I understand it cor- 
rectly, a concentration 
upon actual 


problems and upon the means of solv- 
ing them. 


H is the sober business of the pro- 


gressive to understand and to act. It 
is his Business to know a great deal 
more than that something is wrong 
He must know just what it is that is 
wrong, and when he sees it he must 
daily recognize his duty to act and to 
act along definite lines of reform. We 
have passed the time of excitement, of 
general complaint, ot undiscriminat- 
ing condemnation, and have come to 
a day when men are inclined to take 
politics more 
seriously 
than 
they 
l^e taken it in earlier generations. 


The first and most important thing 


is an apprehension of the actual facts. 
A perception of the facts is as import 
ant as a comprehension of the reme- 
dies: and the facts cannot be stated 
too plainly for our purpose. 


For example, a great deal of discus- 


sion is now concentrated upon propos- 
ed methods of reform which a great 
many people interpret as meaning 
that we are impatient of our long-es- 
tablished institution: that we wish to 
substitute for representative govern- 
ment. that great system which has 
•nad so long and so admirable a his- 
tory, and wnich has seemed tue chief 
instrument 
of 
liberty 
throughout 


many centuries, some more direct, less 
organic system of action on the part 
of the people; and many champions 
nov.- aiise to defend tue great institu- 
tions which they conceive to be in 
danger 
. do not find anywhere a de- 


sire to disDense with or to imnair 
representative 
government. What 
I 


do find is a ve'-y general impie&sion 
that ovn- governments have ceased to 
be representative, that they wear the 
form, but do not exemplify the rea! 
ity 
Jf we are to act intelligently 


we must first of all look into this 
question and see if this impression i: 
well founded. 


I think that pvei;- one familiar with 


the actual methods of our politics 
must admit that under the political 
methods we have been in the habit ol 
using in recent decades the people do

This small group ot men can be watch- 
ed, they can be judged, they can be 
assessed by what they do frcm day to 
day: and real responsibility will take 
the place of virtual irresponsibility. 
Where e\erybody is responsible, no- 
body is responsible. 


This is undoubtedly the reason why 


the commission form of government 
for rities has 
ueen spreading with 


such extraordinary rapidity from city 
to city throughout the country. Under 
this form of government the usual ar- 
range |ient is to select a board of not 
more than five persons, and put the 
whole government of the city in their 
hands, 
both 
the 
ordinance-making: 


power and the administrative or ex- 
ecutive power; to give them anthority 
to appoint all city officers, and. hold 
them responsible for the efficiency and 
honesty of those whom they appoint. 
Not in a single instance, so far as I 
have heard, has this new form of gov- 
ernment failed to give the greatest 
satisfaction or to effect just the change 
which was sought to be effected, name- 
ly, the change from an irresponsible, 
extravagant 
and 
inefficient 
govern- 


ment to a responsible, economical and 
efficient government. This is the prin- 
ciple and me purpose of the shorten- 
ed ballot- the concentration of the 
choice of the people upon a small 
group 
ot" persons 
whom they can 


watch and whom they, therefore, can 
control. 


Another of the most interesting fea- 


tures ot the commission form of gov- 
ernment is that it is usually associat- 
ed \\ith the initiative and referen- 
dum; 
the right of the citizens, that is 


to say. to originate proposals of law, 
and to insist that certain measures of 
a debatable character shall be sub- 
muted to them for decision. And in 
many ot ot" States there is a distinct 
movement to adopt the initiative and 
referendum as methods of legislative

If they 
will but take pains to understand 
what they are doing, and will under- 
take it without fear or favor, we shall 
initiate another age of which Ameri- 
ca win have reason to be proud; an 
aije in which we shall restore our in- 
stitutions to their integrity and our 
policies to their old standard of the 
public interest.

hands of small groups ot men who 
were riot chosen by anvbody but them- 
selves to make the selection. 
The pe 


culiarity of our method of nomination 
has been that it has been left to small 
groups of self-constituted managers, 
who have determined — generally in 
private conference — who 
the 
candi- 


dates for office should be. and who. 
because they had practically complete 
control of the matter, could use men 
who would be willing to seive anj 
special purpose that they might have 
in mind 
Jn recent vears these small 


groups of men have themselves been 
in large measure controlled by those 
who supplied them -svrth money' for 
campaign purposes. 
They have form- 


ed very close alliances with certain 
great 
business 
interests — in 
some 


places with one set of interests, in 
other places with another set — but al- 
wajs with men who wished, as a re- 
turn for their contributions, to be as- 
sured that nothing would be done by 
Legislatures 
and 
City Councils, or 


executive officers, that was detrimen- 
tal to their private interests, or ob 
structive of their private purposes. 


The consequence/ has been that in 


the policies they pursued, in the meas- 
ure? they have enacted, in a great 
many of their official acts, our so- 
called public representatives have been 
guided, not by opinion, not by careful 
analysis of the real general interest 
of the communities which they ought 
to have served, but by the suggestions. 
in many instances by the definite and 
imperative orders of little coteries of 
men who were under heavy obliga- 
tions in particular quarters. 


The present popular feeling about 


our political methods, therefore, is 
based upon the conviction that the 
people do not really have a free selec- 
tion of 
.jse who are to represent 


thetn, and cannot control them after 
they are selected. Men shrug their 
bhoulders at party platforms .having 
found that they are for use only to 
win elections, and that after the elec- 
tions are won the promises contained 
In theft! are forgotten and left unful- 
GHed, only to be renewed and again 
ibroKeii at subsequent elections. 
Not 


a little cynical feeling has gone abroad 
among the great body of voters that 
perhaps there was but little to be 
gained by going to the polls after all. 


It uas been felt, in many instances 


it has been proved, that the persons 


iction roi the 
people o' the States 


rlipm-.elve«. as lias already been done 
in the noteworthy instance or Oregon. 


Tha iae.1 oi this method of action it 


not to «iipercede law-making or ordi 
nanrn-making bodies, but merel\ to 
suppl> ti means of action to be u-;ed. 
when and if necessary, in order to 
keep lepiesentauves constantly aware 
or' their dependence upon public opin- 
ion and the judgment of their constit- 
uents. It is nowheie sovsght to sub- 
stitute these methods of action for 
those long establisneci among us. The 
purpose is merely one of rectification, 
restraint, control. 


The same may be said of the recall; 


that is to say. the right of the voters 
of any political, self-governing unit to 
cancel the election of an officer and 
substitute someone else upon occasion. 
This is merely a means of heightening 
the sense of responsibility, and when 
properly safeguarded by the law can 
on!y with difficulty be used for any 
other purpose. Its intention is to es- 
tablish in the field of administrative 
action the same sense of dependence 
on the common judgment that the ini 
tiative and referendum are meant to 
create in the field of legislative action. 


In 
short, these 
are methods by 


which we are attempting not to de- 
stroy, but to restore — not to impair. 
but to repair — the great institutions 
which have been serviceable instru- 
ment's ot ovr liberty. 


Take another question of fact, in 


the field of national politics. The 
question of the operation of the t?riff. 
\Vhat are the facts with regard to its 
operation? 
It 
is 
becoming plainer 


and plainer that tne fact is that, in 
rei-ent times, at any rate, it has beeu 
used not as a sjstem of protection, 
but as a system of favoritism, a sys- 
tem of patronage, a system by which 
all "Gits of favors and special advant- 
ages have been d^ait out — if necessary 
secretly, tucked away iu single words 
and phrases here and there in the 
schedviles which it was hoped most 
people would overlook and not under- 
stand. The system has gone a long 
way beyond its primitive purpose of 
protecting. It has become a svstem bj 
which, by means or taxation, the na- 
lional Government seeks fo assure cer- 
tain classes of manufacturers of their 
profits, no matter whether they earn 
them by efficiency and economy or in 
the production of sound and marketa 
ble goods or not. 


It is obvious, too, that behind this 


wall of special favors it has been much 
more possible than it would otherwise 
have been for those who conducted 
our Industries to combine and by com- 
bining, to assure profits to the badly- 
equipped factory as well as to the

A JOINT RESOLUTION. 


Proitosing an amendment to the Con- 


stitution of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, so as to consolidate 
rhe courts of common plea? of Alle- 
gheny County. 
Section 1. Be it resolved b> the Sen- 


ate and House ot Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met. That the fol- 
lowing amendment to the Constitution 
of Pennsylvania be, and the same is 
hereby, proposed, in accordance with 
e eighteenth article thereof:—• 
That section six of article five be 


amended, by striking out the said sec- 
tion, and inserting in place thereof 
the following: 


Section 6. In the county of Phila- 


delphia all the jurisdiction and pow- 
ers now vested iu the district courts 
and courts of common pleas, subject 
o such changes as may be made by 
:his Constitution or by law. shall ba 
in Philadelphia vested in five distinct 
and separate courts of equal and co- 
ordinate 
jurisdiction, composed 
of 


;hree judges each. The said courts in 
Philadelphia shall be designated re- 
spectively as the court ot common 
pleas number one. number two, num- 
jer three, number four, and number 
five, but the number of said courts 
may be by law increased, from time 
to time, and shall be iu like manner 
designated 
by 
successive 
numbers. 


The number of judges in any of said 
courts, or in any county where the es- 
tablishment of an additional court 
may be authorized by law. may be in- 
creased, from time to time, and when- 
ver such increase shall amount in 
the whole to three, such three judges 
shall compose a distinct and separate 
:ourt as aforesaid, which shall be 
numbered as aforesaid. In Philadel- 
phia all suits shall be instituted in the 
said courts of common pleas without 
designating the number of the said 
court, and the several courts shall dis- 
tribute and apportion the business 
among them in such manner as shall 
be provided by rules of court, and 
each court, to which any suit shall be 
thus assigned, shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction thereof, subject to change 
of venue, as shall be provided by law. 


In the county of Allegheny all the 


jurisdiction and powers now vested in 
the several numbered courts of com- 
mon pleas shall be vested in one court 
of common pleas, composed of all the 
judges in commission in said courts. 
Such jurisdiction and powers sball ex- 
tend to all proceedings at law and in 
equity which shall have been institut- 
ed in tbe several numbered courts, 
and shall be subject to such changes 
as may be made by law, and subject 
to change of venue as provided by 
law. 
The president judge of said 


court shall be selected as provided by- 
law. Tbe number of judges in said 
court mav be by law Increased from, 
time to time. This amendment shall 
take effect on the first day of January 
succeeding its adoption.

A JOINT RESOLUTION 


Proposing an amendment to section 


eight, article nine, of the Constitu- 
tion of Pennsylvania. 
Section 1. Be it resolved by the Sen- 


ale and House ot Representatives of 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania in 
General Assembly met, That the fol- 
lowing is proposed as an amendment 
to the Constitution of the Common- 
wealth of Pensylvania, in accordance 
with the provisions of the eighteenth 
article thereof:— 
^ 


Amendment to Article Nine, Section 


Eight. 


Section 2 Amend section eight, ar- 


ticle nine, of the Constitution of Penn- 
sylvania, which reads as follows:— 


"Section 8. The debt of any count}-, 


city, borough, township, school dis- 
trict, or other municipality or incor- 
porated district, except as herein pro- 
vided, shall never exceed seven per 
centum upon the assessed value of the 
taxable property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur 
any new debt, or increase its indebt- 
edness to an amount exceeding two 
per centum upon such assessed valua- 
tion of property, without the assent of 
the electors thereof at a public elec 
tion in such manner as shall be pro- 
vided by law; but any city, the debt 
of which now exceeds seven per cen- 
tum of such assessed valuation, may 
be authorized by law to increase the 
same three per centum, in the aggre- 
gate, at any one time, upon such valu- 
ation," so as to read as follows:— 


Section 8. The debt of any county, 


city borough, township, school district, 
or other municipality or incorporated 
district, except as herein provided, 
shall never exceed seven per centum 
upon the assessed value of the taxa 
hi-? property therein, nor shall any 
such municipality or district incur any 
new debt, or increase its Indebtedness 
to an amount exceeding two per cen- 
tum upon such assessed valuationof 
property, without the assent of the 
electors thereof at a public election in 
such manner as shall be provided by 
law; but any city, the debt of which 
now exceeds seven per centum of such 
assessed valuation, may be authorized 
by law to increase the same three per 
centum, in the aggregate, at any one 
time, upon such valuation, except that 
any debt or debts hereinafter incurred 
by the city and county of Philadel- 
phia for the construction and develop, 
ment of subways for transit purposes, 
or for the construction of wharves and 
docks, or the reclamation of land t« 
be used in the construction of a sys- 
tem of wharves and docks, as public 
improvements, owned or to be owned 
by said city and county of Philadel- 
phia, and which shall yield to the city 
and county of Philadelphia current 
net revenue In excess of the interest 
on said debt or debts and of the an 
nual installments necessary for the 
cancellation of said debt or debts, may 
be excluded in ascertaining the power

vd.: That a Hlnkfrtf fund for their can- 
cellation shall be established and 
maintained.

of 10,000 copies of "The 16th Decisive

World— Gettysburg,"

of the battlefield. Recently a second 
edition of this book has beeu issued. 


Captain Long had an enviable mill- 


t3---- record. He enlisted in June, 
1S61, in Co. B, 99th Pa. yol. Inf. and 
vat soon made a corporal. In No- 
vember, 1861, he was injured by fall- 
ing timber and contracted typhoid 
fever and was discharged in April, 
1862. for physical disability. 
He next 


enlisted in Co. G, 21st Pa. Cav., in 
June, 1863, and won the rank of ser- 
geant major. In Feb., 1864, he enlist- 
ed for the third time In Co. 6, 21st Pa. 
Cav., for three years winning a com 
mission as second lieutenant of Co 
A, 21st Pa. Cav., and was promoted t 
first lieutenant and in the last cam 
paign for heroism was breveted cap 
tain.
